Angus bull will bring to the fraternity at large a sense of deep regret. Eileenmere 15th was 
calved October 3, 1924, and was bred by J. Garrett Tolan, of Farmingdale, Illinois, where he 
was grown out and developed, shown successfully at many prominent shows and in 1929 pur- 
chased by Harrison & Ryan, of Harlan, Iowa, who showed him to the grand championship honers 

at the Ak-Sar-Ben, the American Royal and the Chicago International. Following this last show he was 
reduced to breeding form and mated with about fifty of the choicest females of the Harrison & Ryan 
herd, all of which including Eileenmere 15th himself passed to the ownership of Strathmore Farms at 
Webster City in the fall of 1930. Within thirty days Eileenmere 15th was sold to Congdon & Battles 
of Rosemere fame to be mated with their choicest females. The last transfer was made exclusively for 
the purpose of serving best the breed through Rosemere’s famous herd. Eileenmere 15th attracted favor- 
able attention abroad, being under consideration for export to Scotland at the time he went to Rosemere. 
That his short career at Rosemere will bring to that herd a worthy successor is the hepe and wish of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders everywhere. Death resulted from a ruptured blood vessel in the abdomen.

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The Pennsylvania Plan of Abortion 
Control. 

There has been in operation for the past 
nine years in the state of Pennsylvania a 
plan for the control and eradication of abor- 
tion disease in cattle, which has become 
known as the Pennsylvania plan of abortion 
control. Most states having regulations at 
this time have patterned after this plan. It 
will be interesting here for the reader to 
learn the progress made by this plan as 
given by T. E. Munce, Director, Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture, as reported in the March, 
1929, issue of Journal of The American Vet- 
erinary Medical Association, which is as 
follows: 

“In face of the fact that there still re- 
mains much to be learned in the study of 
Bang disease, the voluntary plan of control 
and eradication recommended in Pennsyl- 
vania is now beyond the development stage. 
A review of this development would be only 
to repeat what has already been said be- 
fore this association. The paper one year 
ago by Drs. Barnes and Church reported 
that approximately 25,000 blood samples 
were tested for Bang disease in 1927; that 
testing was being done in 800 herds; that 
250 herds were signed up under the Penn- 
sylvania plan; and that 49 herd owners held 
certificates—“Bang Disease Free’”—with an 
average of 34 cattle per herd. 

“During the year 1928, there will have 
been approximately 40,000 blood samples 
tested for Bang disease; 1902 herds are be- 
ing blood tested; 600 herds are signed up 
under our plan; and exactly 100 Bang-dis- 
ease-free herd certificates have been issued. 
To our knowledge, only one break occurred 
during the current year.” 

_To the casual reader it would seem that 
eight years work in a state as large as 
Pennsylvania and with the cattle popula- 
tion that the state has, that a total of 100 
abortion disease free herds in seven years 
is entirely too small a number to warrant 
the breeder or the practicing veterinarian 
to adopt this plan as practical for the con- 
trol and eradication of the disease. During 
that period of time several thousand herds 
should have been brought under control on 
this plan as practical as its exponents pre- 
tend it to be. 

We believe that the cattle breeder and 
the veterinarian who study the results se-

cured as carefully as they should can only 
conclude that any plan that will not eradi- 
cate the disease more quickly than the pres- 
ent plan is unsatisfactory. 
What the Blood Test for Abortion 
Disease Will Do. 

In the following quotations taken from 
several of the leading veterinary authori- 
ties throughout the United States we will 
show that these various authorities them- 
selves consider the blood test for abortion 
disease in cattle as of value principally in 
determining the presence or absence of 
abortion disease in the herd and that they 
do not consider it a reliable test for indi- 
vidual cows. We will show by these same 
authorities or statements that there is en- 
tirely too much variation between tests 
made at different laboratories and that it 
has not been proved that the test has an 
efficiency of much if any more than 50 per 
cent. The following is taken from Bulletin 
196, issued December, 1925, by the Division 
of Veterinary Science of the State College 
of Washington Agricultural Experiment 
Station: 

“The agglutination test for abortion has 
been found to be of considerable value as a 
herd index of the presence or absence of 
abortion infection and where it is used re- 
peatedly in an infected herd it is of value 
in determining infection in individual cows. 
However, its value is limited when it is ap- 
plied to individual cows in an infected herd 
the first time. Not infrequently recently 
infected pregnant cows that fail to show a 
reaction, may subsequently abort and then 
as a rule develop the reaction. In connec- 
tion with the control of contagious abortion, 
many veterinarians claim to have good suc- 
cess without the use of the agglutination 
test. In such cases, as a rule, the aborting 
cow is looked upon as the chief source of 
danger and attention is directed particular- 
ly to such cows by isolating them prior to 
abortion and for a period of three or four 
weeks after, and longer where a discharge 
persists.” 

The reader will see from the above quo- 
tation that the veterinary authorities in 
the state of Washington do not consider the 
blood test a satisfactory individual test for 
separate cows. ’ 

Dr. F. B. Hadley, Chief of Veterinary Sci- 
ence at the University of Wisconsin, in Cir- 
cular 224, issued January, 1929, says: 


“The cattle owner should understand at 
the outset that abortions may occur in cows 
that do not react to the blood test and that 
some sterility and other breeding troubles 
must be expected, no matter what precau- 
tions he takes. On the whole, however, he 
is assured that the results from maintain- 
ing a clean herd will be satisfactory, if the 
rules for herd management are strictly ob- 
served. 

“The owner should also realize that a 
single blood test will not detect all animals 
infected, for the reason that in some cases 
the abortion disease may be in the incuba- 
tion stage; that the breeding history of 
some cows does not correspond exactly with 
the first blood test; that other cows which 
react to the blood test never have and nev- 
er may abort, although they must have been 
infected at some time; that still other cows 
will be encountered which do not react un- 
til after they abort or calve at full term. 
These limitations of the test should not be 
given great weight, however, as the test 
simply denotes infection, which is not neces- 
sarily followed by abortion. By keeping 
these facts in mind when considering the 
results of the blood test, the owner will bet- 
ter appreciate the significance of the test 
and not be likely to put an unwarranted 
interpretation upon it.” 

We want to especially call your attention 
to one statement made by Dr. Hadley in 
which he says that the limitations of the 
test should not be given great weight but 
that the test simply denotes infection which 
is not necessarily followed by abortion. To 
our way of thinking, the limitations of the 
blood test for abortion disease in individ- 
ual cows are the factors that make this test 
of little or no value in the control of abor- 
tion disease in cattle. How can any test 
which cannot be expected to pick out all of 
the reactors and which may give variations 
as great as 50 per cent between different 
laboratories be expected to determine all 
of the reactors found in the herd? Our con- 
clusion is that the limitations of this test 
make it entirely unsatisfactory for any- 
thing excepting a herd test, that is, it will 
tell you whether or not there is abortion in- 
fection in the herd and the extent of the 
infection or at least within reasonable lim- 
its. Further than this it does not seem to 
us that the blood test for abortion disease 
has any value. 
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You will be further interested in knowing 
what Dr. John M. Buck of the Pathological 
Division of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, Washington, D. C., thinks of the 
blood test for abortion disease. The follow- 
ing quotation is taken from a mimeograph- 
ed Bulletin published by the department 
and of which he is the author: 

“During recent years serum tests have 
been used extensively for diagnosing the 
disease. Those that have given the best re- 
sults are known as the agglutination and 
complement-fixation tests. Variable quan- 
tities of blood serum from the suspected 
animal are combined in test tubes, either 
with the abortion germs or with products 
of the germs. When the blood serum is 
obtained from animals that have acquired 
the disease the changes that take place in 
the tubes differ from those occurring when 
the serum was taken from abortion-free an- 
imals. However, the tests do not disting- 
uish accurately between animals that are 
carrying abortion germs in their bodies and 
those that were formerly carriers but no 
longer harbor the infection. The tests are 
probably of greatest value to stock owners 
who find it necessary to introduce new 
animals into their healthy herds.” 

The above quotation taken from the pub- 
lication of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, is evidently in accord with 
a statement made by Dr. John R. Mohler, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
whose statement appeared in the October, 
1928, issue of Corneil Veterinarian and was 
as follows: 

“Ten years ago it was a question as to 
which of the two great animal plagues, 
abortion disease or tuberculosis, caused the 
greater loss in the United States. During 
this interval tuberculosis losses have been 
cut in half while losses from abortion dis- 
eases have been doubled.” 

Dr. W. L. Williams, of Cornell Univers- 
ity, who is probably the leading authority 
in the world on breeding diseases of cat- 
tle, in referring to an article by de Kruif, 
says: 

“Apparently de Kruif drew his inspira- 
tion from optimists like Drs. Fitch (Minne- 
sota) and Birch (Cornell) rather than from 
the distinguished chief of the United States 
bureau of animal industry. No other state- 
ment in veterinary literature reveals the 
disastrous blundering of the great experts 
on contagious abortion with such emphasis 
and authority as this statement of Mohler.” 

It will be of interest to note statements 
by Dr. George H. Hart, of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station of Berkley, California, 
in Bulletin No. 353, published 1923, which 
are as follows: 

“While the agglutination and complement 
fixation tests have a definite place in the 
control of abortion and will undoubtedly 
come into much wider use in the future 
than they have in the past, live stock own- 
ers should realize the limitations of the pro- 
cedure. The agglutination test, which is 
the one usually employed, consists in bring- 
ing small amounts of the serum of the ani- 
mal to be tested in contact with a suspen- 
sion of abortion organisms in physiological 
salt solution in test tubes and allowing it 
to stand for twenty-four to forty-eight 

hours. A positive reaction to the agglutin- 
ation test indicates that the animal from 
which the blood was drawn is, or recently 
has been infected with the disease. It is no 
proof that she will abort, because some ani- 
mals become infected with Bacterium abor- 
tum and never abort. These animals may, 
however, spread the disease to other ani- 
mals, as already mentioned. 

“In testing blood from whole herds of 


animals, the agglutination test gives an 
idea of the extent of the infection in the 
herd. Animals giving a positive reaction 
are the ones most likely to abort in the fu- 
ture. According to Schroeder, about 60 per 
cent of the positive reactors will expel the 
organisms with their milk. Some animals 
shortly after abortion will give a negative 
agglutination test. In two first-calf cows 
under our control which had probably never 
aborted, a suspicious reaction to the agglu- 
tination test was obtained. They were sent 
to be slaughtered, and blood taken at time 
of killing was negative. Despite this find- 
ing, Bacterium abortum was present in the 
supremammary lymph glands of both ani- 
mals. Single negative reactions are, there- 
fore, not positive proof of absence of in- 
fection. Negative reactions of whole herds 
are much more valuable. 

“Tsolation or removal of positive reactors, 
where they are so few in number as to 
make it practical, with repeated agglutina- 
tion tests on the remainder, may success- 
fully remove the infection in certain select- 
ed cases.” 

It will be noticed from these quotations 
that Dr. Hart lodks forward to the time 
when the blood test for abortion disease 
will become so well developed that it will be 
of practical value in the control of abortion 
disease in cattle. Studies made since that 
time indicate that very little practical prog- 
ress if any has been made in_ perfecting 
this test. The test has practically as many 
limitations today as it had in 1923. 

Experimental work done at Storrs Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, in Connecticut, 
has been quoted and studied more than any 
other experimental work done in the Unit- 
ed States if not in the entire world, but we 
find that in Bulletin 125, issued December, 
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Mr. Prichard Buys Ten Head.

An Important Change. 


Some important changes are announced 
in the rules that wili govern the St. Louis 
Live Stock Exchange Boys and Girls Calf 
Club Show to be held at the St. Louis Na- 
tional Stock Yards, Dec. 10-11, 1931. The 
age limit for calves entered is reduced, the 
new rule providing that calves must be not 
less than nine and not more than eighteen 
months of age at the date of the show. The 
previous regulations provided that the 
calves must be over twelve and under twen- 
ty-four months. The reduction in the age 
is brought about by “change in styles” on 
the part of meat consumers. The continued 
industrial development of the country is ap- 
parently having the effect of reducing con- 


sumption of large heavy cuts of meat and 
the crowding of city population in apart- 
ments also tends to popularize smaller cuts 
of meat which means lighter weight ani- 
mals to be slaughtered. The boys and girls 
feeding live stock for shows must necessar- 
ily follow the trend of the meat demand, 
hence the change in rules by the Exchange 
to provide for the finishing of younger cat- 
tle. This is merely keeping pace with a con- 
dition that exists on the open market. The 
day of the big heavy three and four year 
old steers is past and economic conditions, 
both from the view point of production and 
consumption, have forced the feeders to put 
younger cattle on the market. 


A total of $1500.00 in cash prizes is of- 
fered by the Exchange this year and in 
addition there will be additional premiums 
by the breed associations. The number of 
prizes has been increased from a total of 
thirty to a total of forty-five. The breeds 
participating are Herefords, Shorthorns and 
Aberdeen-Angus. The equalization of the 
Grand Champion and Reserve Champion 
money, something tried out last year by the 
Exchange for the first time in history will 
be continued. This feature has proven pop- 
ular beyond all expectations with the young 
people. 

Another change is that of the date of 
ownership of the calf which has been put 
forward to August 15th. The final date of 
entry is November 15, 1931. The Boys and 
Girls Calf Club Show conducted by the Ex- 
change last year established a new record 
for the United States when the champion 
calf sold for $8.30 per pound or a grand to- 
tal of $6,972.00. It was exhibited by Paul 
Tolan, Jr., Farmingdale, Illinois, and bought 
by the American Packing Company, St. 
Louis.

TWENTY-THREE YEARS WITH ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
IN THE ARKANSAS RIVER COUNTRY OF KANSAS. 

There are those who take special delight in telling some sort 
of bugaboo stories about Aberdeen-Angus cattle. While there are 
not so many following this practice as there were a few years ago, 
there are nevertheless a few still engaged in this malicious prac- 
tice.

When mentioning this project Mr. Bragg pay ed 
myself fortunate that I located here with Shorthorn and Heref ud 
breeders all about me and decided to take up the breeding of ie 
deen-Angus cattle. There is little danger of loss through stra “a 
or being driven away by storms, etc. In the memorable gs ane 
blizzard of 1919 I picked up stray calves as far as thirty ile 
away from home to the south. I am a great admirer of es 
cattle” he said. “They have been accused of uncertain breeding 
qualities. I had the past spring a herd of 145 cows, one of the 
number was barren and later disposed of, and received a crop of 
144 calves. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus are every year breeders, dependable in 
every sense with proper care and feed. I can not understand how 
it has come about that these great strong, naturally hardy and 
rugged cattle have been maligned as they have. If I wasa young 
man I would surely join the circle of the careful breeders of pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle.” 

After twenty-three years of building a grade herd from 4 
Shorthorn foundation Mr. Bragg offers these comments entirely 
unsolicited—these statements give some idea as to the breeding 
ability of Aberdeen-Angus bulls when used for crossing purposes 
to say nothing of what may be expected when pure breds of the 
right type and quality are maintained. The Journal is absolutely 
and squarely for the Aberdeen-Angus either in the pure bred or the 
commercial field. So are the packer buyers. If this statement is 
doubted, let the doubter make inquiry at the yards where good 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle arrive occasionally. We say occasionally 
because there are not a sufficient number of these cattle scattered 
throughout the country to insure a steady run to the markets— 
nevertheless the numbers of black babies born each year is rapidly 
increasing and will continue so to do until the Doddies will make a 
good showing at the principal market places the year round. 


BEEF CALVES FED GRAIN BEFORE 
WEANING MAKE RAPID GROWTH. 

American meat consumers of to-day prefer small cuts of beef 
that are tender and palatable. As a result producers are trying to 
meet the new demand and to offset increased operating costs by 
producing cattle fat enough for slaughter at comparatively early 
ages. The U. S. Department of Agriculture, in a three-year experi- 
ment conducted at Grain Valley, Missouri, in cooperation with the 
University of Missouri, found that well-bred beef calves fed grain 
before weaning weighed more than 500 pounds when approximately 
eight months old, where as calves which received no grain weighed 
100 pounds less. Technical Bulletin 208-T, Beef from Calves Fed 
Grain Before and After Weaning, just issued by the Department of 
Agriculture describes this experiment in detail. 

The calves, while running with their dams, were started on 
grain when about ten weeks old. The grain ration was fed ina 
special inclosure or creep inside the main pasture. Small openings 
in the creep excluded the cows, but the calves could enter at will 
and help themselves. This plan, the bulletin shows, resulted in bet- 
ter calves which were ready for market at weaning time or shortly 
thereafter. 

The calves fed grain before weaning were continued on grain 
for 196 days. The purpose of this continued feeding was to deter- 
mine the relative gains and economy of gains of calves raised un- 
der four different methods of management. The authors strongly 
recommend the full feeding of grains in a ercep for calves whic 
are to be sold for beef at weaning time or shortly thereafter. 

Feeding grain to nursing calves is not considered advisable, 
however, when they are to be full fed on grain for 168 days or 
more after weaning. The bulletin contains recommendations for 
handling calves fed in creeps. It discusses the location, equipment, 
and care of the creeps, and the conditions under which calves may 
run with their dams. Technical Bulletin 208-T may be procured 
from the Office of Information, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C.

e arranged one beautiful afternoon dur- 
io prea tan sale to drive out to Mr. 
Beddie’s farm around thirty miles away. 

Mr. Beddie himself could not come, but Dr. 
Beddie his brother and young Mr. Beddie 
came out with us. We had a lovely drive 
out and back and I enjoyed every minute of 
it. Dr. Beddie is a great Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle enthusiast and divides his reading be- 
tween the medical books and the cattle 
books. Dr. Beddie has just returned a year 
previous from judging in the Argentine. I 
also discovered that Dr. Beddie was a great 
student of Scotch history and I enjoyed 
having him point out to me historic spots 
in Scotland as we drove along. 

All the way out on this trip we not only 
talked Aberdeen-Angus cattle and the great 
herds of Scotland but we discussed a lot 
about the early history of the country we 
were driving through. I remember as we 
got about half way out, a great hill in the 
distance came into view and as we got a 
little closer to it, we saw quite plainly on 
the side of the hill, the outline of a great 
horse. When we first saw this horse, we 
must have been at least twenty miles from 
the hill, so the size of this stone horse can 
be imagined. Dr. Beddie pointed this out 
to us and explained that this horse was 
made from stones, flat on the hillside and 
took in several acres. Every fifteen or 
twenty years, the heather was trimmed out 
from among the stones by the neighboring 
farmers. Otherwise, this horse was just the 
same now as it had been as long back as 
anybody remembered or anybody had writ- 
ten about. There were all sorts of theories 
on what this horse represents, but Dr. Bed- 
die’s idea after a lot of reading and study 
on Scotch history and on the history of the 
Druids, that this was an old Druid worship- 
ping place. I was very much interested to 
have his tell me about this and the next 
time I get to Scotland, I would like to drive 
right up to this hill and this horse. We 
turned off in a different direction before we 
got closer than ten miles to the hill. 

All the country we drove over that after- 
noon was famous for its Shorthorns and its 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and we passed many 
beautiful old farms. All through this coun- 
try sheep from the hills were grazing on the 
greener lowlands and you would see men 
with single horses and carts in the fields 
gathering turnips for the cattle on feed. 
These turnips in this part of the country 
are gathered regularly from the fields dur- 
ing the winter and are fed direct to the cat- 
tle. These turnips with oat straw are what 
constitute the feed for the cattle of Scot- 
land. Practically no grain of any sort is 
fed to cattle in Scotland. 

_As we drove into Mr. Beddie’s farm, the 
first thing that I noticed was a group of 
picturesque Highland cattle in a field on 
the roadside. These cattle were bought in

the North country, where they are raised on 
the hills. The feed there is scarce and the 
climate severe, but these long haired, long 
horned, rugged cattle are native to these 
conditions and do well there. They were 
brought down as two year olds to Mr. Bed- 
die’s farm and were being fed out there dur- 
ing the winter. They are not big, in fact 
they look qnite small, but under the better 
feeding conditions of the lower lands, they 
respond very quickly and would by spring, 
Mr. Beddie informed me, be fat and would 
have put on considerable weight, and would 
make a good profit. 

lt was a busy day on Mr. Beddie’s farm. 
There must have been at least tive or six 
one horse carts and men, drawing in turnips 
trom the field. These were being brought 
in to teed the cattle for the rest of the 
winter. Down the roadside and through 
the barnyards, there is a stream ot water 
tlowing. This water came from the hills 
and supplied a steady stream for the live 
stock the year around. It was directed 
through the barns and yards so that it 
would be handy for watering. 

This farm was a beautiful old place, sit- 
uated in a valley surrounded on all sides by 
hills. The land looked very fertile here and 
very attractive. Mr. Beddie has two farms 
close together and on each of these farms 
he keeps some Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
cows. At the Home Farm, we saw the home 
bred sire, Julian of the Banks, champion at 
Aberdeen in 1925. This bull is a very large 
bull and represents the best of breeding 
from the Beddie herd, being out of the same 
line of breeding as his champion cow, of 
1929. In this same barn with this herd bull, 
were several of his champion females with 
calves at foot, also a number of very fine 
yearlings and two year old heifers. The 
cattle here were all in good condition and 
every one seemed to be a producer. On 
this farm, Mr. Beddie’s favourite family is 
Demora Vines. This is a family that he has 
developed himself and has produced several 
great champions for him. He also has the 
tamily, called “Gammers.” This is also a 
family developed by himself and has pro- 
duced several great champions. These two 
families are known throughout Scotland as 
producers of several of the best winners of 
recent years. He also has Miss Burgesses, 
Prides of Aberdeen, Trojan Ericas and Bal- 
lindalloch Ruths. 

Off in another barn, I saw two of the best 
coming two year old heifers that I saw in 
Scotland. They were very neat, typy and 
smooth and looked to me good enough to 
win anywhere. I inquired what they were 
sired by and I learned they were both by 
the great Ballindalloch Georgina bull, Grier- 
son of Ballindalloch, he by the famous 
Joram. of Ballindalloch. This bull sired the 
champion group of bulls in Perth in 1929 
and the first and second prize heifers at 
the Royal Northern Show, 1929. He also 
sired two of the champion groups at Aber- 
deen in 1928. This was the second or third 
great Ballindalloch Georgina bull that I had 
seen in Scotland that week and naturally 
my interest in this great Ballindalloch Geor- 


gina family was increasing fast, as I travel- | 


ed. Here was a bull, one of the greatest 
sires in the country, and almost a full broth- 


of Kish, and Doddies 


er to the great bull, General of Ballindal- 
loch, which I saw at Mr. White’s farm at 
Hasting. Naturally, Grierson, was upper- 
most in my mind and I was anxious to go 
to the other farm to see him. We went 


~ there immediately after seeing these heif- 


ers. It was getting a little dusk, but when 
I saw Grierson I said to Jack Sinclair who 
was with me, that this was one of the best 
bulls 1 had seen in Scotland so far. He was 
a little lame, but he was the low set, smooth, 
straight kind, full of character and breeding 
and the kind of bull I would expect to make 
a great sire. 

At this other farm we saw another grand 
lot of breeding cows and calves. As usual 
the barns here were of stone and the cows 
were being fed on turnips and oat straw. 
As we left this farm it was growing dark 
but we went back to the home farm and to 
the house to have tea with Mrs. Beddie. 
Here we enjoyed a half hour in their lovely 
old home, sitting in front of the fire place, 
drinking tea, eating and talking about cattle 
and other things of interest. Here I was 
shown pictures of a lot of their great win- 
ners and learned a lot about the history of 
their herd. About six o’clock we left this 
farm and drove Dr. Beddie to a neighboring 
town where he lived and where he practiced 
medicine. We were invited into his house, 
and here in his library we saw rows and 
rows of books, all of them either related to 
medicine or to animals, or to the study of 
nature. Dr. Beddie is a real student and I 
noticed that he was greatly interested in 
the blood lines of their herd. He was es- 
pecially keen on the breeding of Julian of 
th Banks. His combination of blood lines 
suited the Doctor exactly and he and Jack 
Sinclair got into a great discussion on this 
subject. I did not get it clearly enough to 
repeat it now, but sitting there listening, I 
did admire the Doctor greatly for his know- 
ledge of pedigrees and breeding. 

We left the Doctor’s home about 7 o’clock 
in the evening and started back for Aber- 
deen. It was a beautiful trip and we ar- 
rived back about 8:30 o’clock. There were 
three of us in the party and we all went to 
the Hotel, and had some real Aberdeen-An- 
gus steaks, cooked, as we sat there waiting 
on the grill in front of us. 

One thing I noticed as I went through 
Scotland and that was that their cattle all 
looked so fresh and healthy. They were 
not fat, but still were in wonderful good 
breeding and growing condition. I have 
stated before, these cattle were maintained 
in this condition by turnips and oat straw 
and practically no grain was fed to their 
cattle. Somebody told me “that turnips 
were 90% water, but it must have been 
damn good water.” 

The next morning, I left a call for 5 A. M. 
We left the hotel at 5:30. Ward Jones, of 
Calgary, Alberta, and I, to go down to the 
Aberdeen Fish market. It was dark, and 
the streets were lonely, but after a lot of 
questioning, we found our way to this great 
market. It was certainly a sight worth go- 
ing to see. Boats were unloading fish on 
this great horse shoe shaped dock from all 
the neighboring waters. Boats from Ice- 
land, the North Sea, Norway, Sweden and

STATUS OF STATES ON 
ABORTION TEST. 


Illinois, Maryland, Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Connecticut, Georgia, Iowa, 
Hawaii, Indiana, Kansas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North and South Caro- 
lina, Ohio, Oklahoma, Texas, Florida, 
and West Virginia, require that all 
dairy and breeding cattle pass a neg- 
ative blood test for abortion. 

New Jersey, Michigan, North and 
South Dakota, require that no known 
positive or suspicious reactor to the 
abortion test, or cattle known to be 
affected with the Bang Abortion dis- 
ease, shall be shipped into their states 
except for immediate slaughter, or 
under quarantine. 

Minnesota, New York, Oregon, Ken- 
tucky and Massachusetts, require that 
no reactor to the abortion test shall 
be imported into that state except un- 
der special permit from the Live 
Stock Sanitary Board. 

Wisconsin’s latest ruling is that no 
known reactor to the abortion test 
shall be sold interstate or intra-state 
unless each seller notifies each pros- 
pective buyer that such an animal re- 
acted to the abortion test. 

After April 1, 1931, New Jersey re- 
quires the agglutination test.
